LATITUDE AND 8 DEGREES WEST LONGITUDE. ESTIMATE ENTERING 
PORTUGUESE AIRSPACE APPROXIMATELY 2310 UT ON JUNE 15 AT 
APPROXIMATELY 41 DEGREES NORTH LATITUDE AND 9 DEGREES 
WEST LONGITUDE AND LEAVING PORTUGESE AIRSPACE AT 2330 UT 
AT 36 DEGREES NORTH LATITUDE, 9 DEGREES WEST LONGITUDE.
